BRAVE SPIRIT TAKES ITS FLIGHT. 


Filly YtftRS A RESIDENT Of BRAZOS 


Gonzales and San Antonio. 


His Life Was Closely Identified With its 


History— A Charter Member of 


Brazos Union Lodge No. 129, 


A. F. and A. M. 


Col. Harvey Mitchell is dead. 
No more his bent form and ki n d l y 
face will greet the eyes of those 
who have so long k n o w n and loved 
bim. 
He moved amongst us as 
one who belonged to another day 
and generation, and bis memory 
was a rich storehouse in which 
were garnered the events of almost 
eighty years. 
He might be called 
the father of Brazos county, so 
closely has his life been linked 
with its history, and so marked 
has been the impress he made up- 


K. Street of Houston. Col. Mitch­ 
ell^ life 
was 
marked 
by good 
deeds and replete with incidents 
which would m ake a volume of 
rare interest. 
With his death a 
strong link is broken connecting 
the present with the past, but his 
memory will be cherished as long 
as 
he history and traditions of 
Brazos county are known to her 
sons and daughters. 
Col. Mitchell 
was married to 
Miss Foley, a daughter of Col. W il­ 
liam Foley, at Boonville in 1848, 
and his wife died a number of 
years ago. He leaves five children, 
Mr. Jeff P. Mitchell, Mrs. R. L. 
Weddington, Mrs. W. H. Dean of 
Bryan, Mrs. E. R. Nash of Waco, 
and Mr. James E. Mitchell of Fort 
Worth. 
His brother, Mr. W hit 
Mitchell, recently died in this city 
at an advanced age. 
Many years ago Col. Mitchell 
laid off the Boonville cemetery 
and dug the grave of Capt. Win. 
Vees, then sheriff of tile county, 
and the first man buried in the new 
cemetery. 
There the remains of 
his loved ones repose, and there 
beside his beloved wife he will be 
reverently laid to rest today. The 
funeral will take place from the 
residence of Mr. VV’. H. Dean at 2 
o’clock this afternoon under the 
auspices of Brazos Union Lodge, 
No. 129, A. F. and A. M. 


on it. 
In the silent watches of 
the night of January 9 his brave 
spirit broke its prison bars and 
winged its way to the 
Infinite. 
No lingering illness was his to suf­ 
fer. 
Noiselessly 
the messenger 
came and summoned him to lay 
down the burden of life at the end 
of a day during which he was up 
and apparently as well as usual, 
at the home of his son-in-law, Mr. 
W. II. Dean. 
Col. Harvey Mitchell was born 
at Cornersville, Tenn.,April 9, 1821, 
where he received his education 
and grew to manhood. 
lie came 
to Texas in 1839 and lived for a 
year or two in Robertson county. 
Later, 
about 1840, 
before this 
county was organized, he settled 
at old Boonville and has made his 
home continuously since in Brazos 
county. 
He gave his hest ser­ 
vices to the community in public 
as well as private life, and acted in 
almost every official capacity in the 
early history of the county. 
With 
the removal of the county seat he 
came to Bryan, and continued to 
exert his energy and influence for 
the upbuilding 
of the 
county. 
Among other things, he was in­ 
strumental in securing the location 
of the Agricultural and Mechanical 
college near Bryan. 
Col. Mitchell 
was a 
charter 
member and the first worshipful 
master of Brazos Union Lodge, No. 
129, A. F. and A. M. 
For some 
time previous to his death he was 
the only living member of the 
original lodge which was instituted 
at Booneville under a dispensation 
in 1853. 
He formerly held large 
land interests in the county, and 
out of his bounty no man gave to 
the poor and needy more freely 
and with less ostentation than he. 
It is said of him that he made a 
practice of loading up his buggy 
with provisions and quieity distrib­ 
uting them among those in need, 
and that even those who knew him 
beat learned not of this through 
any word of his. 
Col. Mitchell was a member of 
the famous Cornersville Club, com­ 
posed of Tennesseeans, organized 
and maintained for m any years. 
The 
remaining members of the 
club met some months ago and con­ 
signed their archives and records 
to the vaults in the county clerk’s 
office and thus ended the organiza­ 
tion. 
Only two members of the 
club now 
remain, 
Capt. 
Tom 
Ritchie of Georgetown and Col. J.

SPREAp DELLOW FEVER. 


M osquitos* Ca 'r f lh * 
fro m O n* 
f o r un to A n o th e r, 
Havent, Jan. IO. — The American 
commission under the superintendence 
of Dr. Reed, which hws been making ex­ 
aminations st Quemado* as to the prop­ 
ane Mou of the yellow fever germs by 
the mosquito has obtained extremely 
satisfactory results. 
Dr. Reed says the experiments show 
beyond a donbt that there is no conta­ 
gion from an infected person or from in­ 
fection clothing, but that the mosqui­ 
to s alone arc responsible for tho spread 
of the disc sis*1. 
Iii the course of the 
commission’■ 
investigations, Hi* non- 
immnue persons were infected directly 
by the bite of mosquitoes which had pre­ 
viously bitten yellow fever patients and 
five of these d 'Ycleped yellow fever. 
Th*- lust experiment proved concio- 
clusively, Dr. Reed contends, the theory 
of propagation by mosquitoes. 
A spe­ 
cial building Mas constructed of disin­ 
fected material and one of the rooms 
was divided into two sections by a wire 
mosquito screen. 
In one section was 
placed disinfected bedding ami clothing 
and iii the other liedding and clothing 
from the yolloM’ fever hospital which 
bad not been disinfected. 
Two nou- 
immunes occupy d the two sections. 
In the former were put several in- 
fcoted mosquito*"*. 
Th** patient re­ 
mained in this room long enough to be 
bitten and in four days a pronounced 
case of yellow fever developed. The 
patient is now convalescent. 
The other subject slept in the infect­ 
ed bedding for many nights and has not 
contracted the fever. 
Both patients 
have I*-*'!! sleeping for 2 0 nights in gar­ 
ment* worn by yellow fever victims and 
in bedding from the yellow fever hos­ 
pital. 
Dr. Ri*ed says they are growing 
hit and that in no instance in the course 
of the commission’i investigations has a 
ens* of yellow fever developed from ex­ 
posure to infected bedding or clothing.

“ In his message of Jan. 12, 1899, my 
immediate predecessor reported a cash 
bal (ti ice of *038,534.52 iii the treasury 
on the 10thday of that month, to tho 
credit of the general revenue, after de­ 
ducting an estimated deficit, made nec­ 
essary through insufficient appropria­ 
tions. Today, Jan. 8, 1901, there is in 
the treasury a cash balance to the credit 
of the same fund amounting to $1,015,- 
174.52. Taking therefrom the sum of 
$54,188.14, estimated by the comptroller 
as a deficiency for the two years ending 
Feb, 28, 1901, in ooaseqnenoe of a fail­ 
ure to make needed appropriations, and 
yet to lie provided for, and there re­ 
mains an notal cash balance of $961,o.io.- 
88 to the creel it of the general revenue; 
and this, notwithstanding apjiropria- 
tions for greatly needed permanent im­ 
provements and increased facilities at 
the' several educational and eleemosyna­ 
ry institutions, for Confederate pensions, 
for the settlement of the indebtedness 
of the state to the permanent school 
fund, and for tho return to the federal 
government of $45,125.50 which liad 
been improperly jiaid to the state, all of 
which aggregate the sum of $798,806.20. 
“It should lie borne in mind, in this 
connection, that the only receipts, ex­ 
cept about $20,000, to this fund for the 
past two years have been through taxa­ 
tion and fees, and that for the year be­ 
ginning Sept, I, 1900, and thereafter, 
the ad valorem tax rate will be 16% 
cents on the $100, instead of 20 cents, as 
prior thereto.

Special stress is laid Upon the rapid 
growth of the treasury department and 
recommends that more *i>afe should be 
allowed the department, for improve­ 
ment of the plain office and that the 
treasurer be given two additional clerks. 
The general land office, the governor 
say£, is diminishing every year and soon 
it will simply be an office of record, as 
all kinds will be disi>osed of. The gov­ 
ernor urges that legislation In* enacted 
to protect tho mineral lands that the 
permanent school fund can realize some­ 
thing like the true value of the land. 
He recommends the two agents bo re­ 
tained to continua the search for illegal 
occupants of public lands.

He in­ 
vites attention to this department. 
The governor urges that better pro­ 
tection be provided for against infec­ 
tious diseases and that more stringent 
laws be passed as to quarantine, vacci­ 
nation, etc., aud that the commissioners 
court of every county should be empow­ 
ered so as to take steps to crush any 
contagion.

the governor has found tliat nearly

The governor urges that somo plan be 
a d e p ts to correct the evil of a commu­ 
nity obtaining jiay for three times the 
number of pupils that attend school 
The school census cest the state $4‘),- 
000 a year. 
The governor recommends that coun­ 
try districts be allowed to erect school 
buildings the same as towns and vil­ 
lages incorporated for school districts. 
Recommendation is made that the 
laws governing public schools be revised 
so as ta afford better protection aud en­ 
largement of school facilities. 
The governor goes into lengthy dota l 
as to the eleemosynary institutions of 
the state. He says appropriation should 
be made for additions to the State insane 
asylum to accommodate 200 more col­ 
orin! patients and to the Southwestern 
asylum for the accommodation of 400 
whites. 
The governor recommends that, the 
salaries of the officers and helpers of the 
various asylums be readjusted so that 
each may be justly compensated. 
Tho epileptic asylum at Abilene has 
been held up by the governor because 
the buildings could not be erected for 
the amount of money appropriated. The 
governor refers the matter back to the 
legislature for action. 
The Confederate home shows inmates 
to the number of 203 and Governor Say­ 
ers asks that. all aid possible be given 
the old soldiers. 
The penitentiaries come in for a large 
gliare of the message and as a wdiole the 
officers are praised for the efficient man­ 
ner in which they have discharged their 
duties. The governor says: 
“Notwithstanding the heavy losses to 
the penitentiary system, estimated by 
the superintendent at $238,285.29, aud 
occasioned by the fire at Huntsville on 
Feb. 13, 185)9, the overflow of the Brazos 
river in July of the same year, tho 
storm of September last, and the boll 
weevil, there will be no necessity for 
any appropriations for its maintenance 
beyond those made for the past two 
years, and they are recommended. 
“Sine# February, 1899, there has been 
exjxiUded for lands, permanent improv- 
ments, machinery and live sto<-k, for 
the use of the system, and which were 
necessary to its better efficiency, #183,- 
293.81. This exceeded the expenditure 
for similar purposes during the two 
years ending SI, 1898, by $147,85)0.30. 
“ Forty thousand dollars of the appro­ 
priation made by the legislature were 
used in the faire base of lands, but the 
same has been restored to the treasury, 
and is now a part of the general reve­ 
nue of the state.” 
Tho number of convicts on hand Oct. 
81,1900, was 4109, which was less by 
805 than that for Oct. 31, 1898. 
The number of pardons issued since 
Jan. 13, 1899, aggregates 883, and of 
restorations to citizenship 415. 
The governor recommends t he enlarge­ 
ment of the house of correction aud re­ 
formatory and the purchase of more 
lauds. The number of boys in that in­ 
stitution is 153. 
The governor urges that stringent 
laws be passed to prevent the practice 
of medicine in the state by others than 
those entitled to that distinction. 
He urges a just and equitable libel 
law for the act now on the statutes of 
Texas. 
Special attention is directed to the 
method of taxation and the legislature 
is requested to pass, laws forcing a full, 
fair mid honest rendition of property. 
He says: 
“It is recommended that this great 
question, whose proper solution would 
be of incalculable value to the entire 
citizenship, be taken into consideration 
by the legislature and tliat an earnest 
effort be made to so reform the tax laws 
that they may bear equally and alike 
upon all and be capable of certain en­ 
forcements against every one. 
If this 
be accomplished the present ad valorem 
rate of taxation can be reduced without 
detriment to tho public service.”
